soldiers were dead. 


GEN, WOOD ACTS PROMPTLY. 


General Wood acted promptly, and tho 


army and the pitblla Tvei-o soori nrnds 
aware of the arrival of the chief by the 
vigorous orders Issued directing the re- 
moval of division headquartera to Cflsto 
and of the troops to Sonfro, boih mountain 
villages, where the yellow fever is prac- 
tica.lly impossible.

tach one meaning to the word and the 
assessors another. The lawyers want to 
confine the word franchise to the bare 
legal privileges granted by charter from 
governing bodies to corporations, such as 
tho right to lay rails or pipes on the 
streets, collect tolls, etc., and they in- 
sist that Its value is trifling. The as- 
sessors, on tho other hand, maintain that 
a franchise is equivalent to tile good will 
of the business and Its value' may be 
ascertained 'by taking the uilterence be- 
tween 
the assessment of the tangible 


property and tho total value of the cor- 
poration's stocks and 'bonds at current 
market prices. It is obvious that this 
plan substitutes a -wholly new method o£ 
assessment for corporate property. We 
make the market price the final test. It 
is true that -we still go Through the mo- 
tions of assessing the tvngible property, 
item by item, but this does not effect the 
result, for the valm- so found is deducted 
from 
tho whole. TOio result would' ho 


just thu same if in the first place we 
took rhe market price and let it go at 
that. 


A TAX ON BRAINS. 


It la a. perfectly fall' measure of value, 


but technically and logically the lawyers 
are right. Under the head of franchises 
the assessors include a great many ele- 
ments 
of value besides t'he exclusive 


privileges 
granted 
by 
the 
govern- 


ment. 
For 
instance, they include the 


capitalized trains and ability of the cor- 
poration managers. 
Undoubtedly these 


are elements in determining the market 
value of the stocks and bonds. Now It 
may seem a cruel thing to tax a corpor- 
ation's honesty, but there Is nothing In- 
trinsically unfair about at. The trouble 
is that wo do not Uux those qualities in 
tho individual that go to make success 
unless they happen 'to be corporation of- 
iicers. This is tho weak point in the as- 
sessors' argument. 


CAPITALIZE- JOHN GARBER. 


There Is no reason why -we- should not 


tax brains, and many reasons why we 
should. 
John fiarber makes 
52n,6flO 
a 


year or perhaps more by the practice of 
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law. He does not pay a, cent !n taxes 
on Chat great earning capacity. If he 
were able by the exercise- of his brains 
to add an equal sum to the earnings oil 
a corporation his capacity would be cap- 
italized and taxed at that vary justly. 
There 
is no reason 
w.hy the assessor 


should 
not capitalize John Garber's 


brains at half, a million or so and make 
him pay taxes on, that. The English 
government 
puts 
an Income tax on 


brains. 


HOYS' DID IT ALL HAPPEN? ' 


The astonishing thing is thatjthe tre- 


mendous Increase In the assessment of 
corporations 
was 
permitted to iro 


through. Nobody doubts tlhat <the major- 
ity of t'he Board of Equalization was 
ready to "do business." They showed 
their disposition very plainly on Satur- 
day, but on Monday they had turned 
right around and they even increased 
some of the Assessor's figures. 
It the 


• assessment stands It will add $100,000 to 


the taxes c-; the Market Street Hallway 
Company as compared with last year, and 
other /corporations are 
raised 
In like, 


proportion to their holdings, re they had 
combined they cou'.d have saved money 
by making a purse of $50,030 or more to 
buy Supervisors, ami the fact that they 
d'id not causes wonder on t'he street and 
in the corridors o£ the City Mall. 


CURfiSTOXH THEORIES. 


Consequently you car. hear as many 


theories as you moot men to account for 
the refusal to buy or the. refusal to be 
bought. They will tell you Hunt some of 
the majority were weak kneed; chat one 
of them had sone .hunting deer; that they 
did not wa.nt Assessor Dodge to make 
too much political capital; that the cor- 
porations made a mlscue by letting the 
business go to the last moments of the 
life of the Board on' Eritializ.ition, 
as- 


suming that -it was simply a question of 
voles and taking no account of parlia- 
mentary tactics that 
we-re, 
effectively 


used against 
the 
blundering 
majority. 


Perhaps the most reasonable theory • of 
tfhis sort Is that tho lawyers have advised 
the corporations that thsy ca.n beat the 
assessment 
in t'he courts. People will 


tell you that tho Supreme Court has al- 
ready passed on this question in th6 case 
of the Sa'a Jose Gas Company favorably 
to the rule followed Tjy Assessor Dodge, 
but 
aider 
all tho Supreme Court is 


"anighty onsartain." 


DID SOMBBODI BLUNDER? 


It is not impossiblo that the result 


was duo to a -blunder on (.ho part of the 
corporation managers. It Is no longer 
true that all the brains and all the tal- 
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ent Is on that side, and, in fact, they seem 
to have' lost their heads of late. The 
egregious blunder by which they antag- 
onized tho publishers of -the two leading 
Republican papers Is ir. point and it is 
sure to have far-j*eaching consequences. 
A WELL BELOVED CORPORATION. 
These 
are 
theories which you may 


hear anywhere on the streets. For my 
part I should like to believe that tho 
corporations or some of them have re- 
solved to behave. It would be good busi- 
ness policy, although by their conduct 
they don't seem to think so. ^ would 
like to see, if only for the sake o£ variety, 
a corporation that had endeared itself to 
the people by the amiability of its dis- 
position and the rectitude of its purpose. 
There is nothing to proven: but the nat- 
ural born cussedness of the -managers, 
Take t'he case oT the Market Street Rail- 
way Company, for exa-mple. It is hated 
by t'he people because of its indifference 
to human life; its consistent meddling In 
politics, 
tho fixing of juries In damage 


suits aad evasion o! just taxation. 
Now, 


many of its franchises will expire In the 
next fifteen 'or twenty years and long be- 
fore its tonds mature. There is no ade- 
quate provision for a sinking -fund. Yet 
if the present condition of public senti- 
rr.ent regarding the corporation is per- 
mitted to continue It will be a severe tax 
on Plllsbury's social gifts to get a. re- 
newal of the franchises. 


(PILLSBURY'S BLARNEY. 


Under the new charter it will not be 


an easy matter even for a popular idol 
to get a franchise. 
It 
will be rather 


more oit a load than Plllsbury or his 
equivalent can foear. I merely use Pills- 
bury 
as an abstraction, a modern in- 


stance, for personally I believe him to 
bo a very honest fellow wit'h a blarney- 
ing way. But thare is no reason In the 
world why the Market Street Company 
should continue to foster public hatred, 
and every reason wny it should not. It 
has a magnificent property, worth at cur- 
rent -market prices some 
£.'0,000,000 or 


more, and a considerable part of this may 
be endangered if the company persists i.i 
hostilities. The American people are the 
most long-suffering and forgiving ir. the 
world. The mass of. the people have no 
desire to cinch a corporation If they are 
only t-reated half way decently. Let us be 
fair. -The company gives an excellent 
service, 
none 
better. 
Its 
managers 


should have credit for the fact that they 
are making a-n honest endeavor to save 
lite by putting fenders on their cars, 
although this was done ungraciously ami 
not 
u-nti-1 they were dragooned lino it, 


but never1 mind. Now let them resolve 
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to 14vo honestly, live decently, pay their 
just taxes, and abandon politics. All will 
be forgiven. 


A BLOODY ROW. 


I confess -that it seems Improbable 


that such a battle as this cam be won at 
a single blow. You can't add $17,000,uOO 
to the assessment roll of six corpora- 
tions, all of them fixed for doing: poli- 
tics, without raising a bloody row. That 
it will be won eventually I do not doubt, 
but perhaps not this year. There Is a 
new gent-ration growing up endowed 
with force, ability, and precision of <«f- 
fort.- Sucli men as Phela-n and Dodge 
(both young) would have been impossible 
in politics ten years ago. The Plllsburya 
are growing old, growing stupid, grow- 
ing fat. Again I speak impersonally, for 
the real Plllafbury is neither fat nor stu- 


pid, 
although ,ho appears to live quite 


close to some fat-headed people. Wit- 
ness the pitiful 
fumble, they made o£ 


the dismissal of the grain rate case by tho 
Railroad Commission. 


ALL IX THE AIR. 


But for the present th.la whole subject 


of tho taxation of corporation franchises 
is in the air. It will have to be dealt 
with 
by 
legislation, probably on tho 


lines of the Ford franchise tax law of 
New York. For ono thing we must get 
a statutary reversal of the absurd rule 
established by the Supreme Court that 
a franchise is taxable only in the county 
where the corporation has its principal 
place of business. Under that rule tho 
Oakland water companies have escaped 
taxation 
altogether 
hitherto 
on their 


franchises, a.nd If it should happen that 
they are compelled to pay this year the 
San Francisco treasury will be enriched 
by a matter of $10.000, every cent of which 
honestly belongs to Alameda county nnd 
Oakland. They should be made to pay 
taxea 
to the communities from which 


they earn their Income. Under this rule 
there is nothing to prevent any California 
corporation 
escaping taxation on its 


franc-hise altogether by transferring its 
principal place of business across 
tho 


State line, to Nevada or New Jersey or 
Kentucky. 
The principal place of busi- 


ness of a modern corporation .is largely 
a creature of the imagination, and it may 
bo located in the moon, in Jerusalem, 
Gewhilikens, Jehosophat or G-osh. 


ANOTK03R -DOCTORS' QUARREL.

- But worst of all is the attempt to ex- 
rdain free trade as a cause for. the immi- 
gration of the people into the cities, when, 
if lie -had only looked -the matter up a 
little, he -would have discovered that if 
the. rate of the movement of. population 
from country to city, between 1880 and 
18SO, continues until 1920, there will then 
be in ' the United States 
10,000,600 more 
people in our cities than outside of them. 
A hundred years ago the United States 
hod. only -six cities of 8000 Inhabitants or 
more; in 1880, 2S6; and in 1890...443. A hun- 


dred years ago three per cent of our popu- 
lation was urban; now about thirty per 
cent. In 1850, 55.G per cent of our wealth 
was miral, and 44.4 per cent urban.

Hence the almost universal inclination to 
either secrete or 
underestimate suc'h 


property, in order to -make the robbery as 
•light as possible. The evidence is cumu- 
lative and overwhelming that the taxing 
of personal property never, at any time 
or in any country, was effected uniformly, 
honestly and Impartially. Prom the ear- 
liest days of the Roman empire, whicn 
tried the experiment six hundred years 
and failed, down to the present day, every 
attempt to tax labor products equitably 
has been not only a moral outrage but a 
wretdhed farce. 
The reason of this is found in the fact 
that such a tax is inherently unscien- 
tific, impracticable 
and grossly unjust. 


It is in conflict with the unerring aaws of 
nature, and a cruel burden upon the in- 
dustries of all wealth-producers. 


New York will find a way to correct the 


evJl complained of when It abolishes all 
taxes save the one so-called tax on -land 
values,

His stylo of playing the harpsichord 


was remarkable for the absolute e.ven- 
ness of its bearing, for Its extreme clear- 
ness, and 
for Us perfect 
correctness. 


His hands were always In absolute re- 
pose, the fingers, each equally active nnd 
independent of the other, were alone in 
motion. 


The simple grandeur, the majesty, the 


dignity of Bach's playing drew forth tho 
admiration of his contemporaries. 
He 


refrained from any outward movement 
during the expressive or passionate (pas- 
sages of the work he was Interpreting. 
It- was his. art alone that was to pro- 
duce the wished-for effect upon the au- 
ditor. 
His improvisations were marvel- 


ous; the chromatic fantasia may be ac- 
cepted as a perfect model. 


He preferred 
the 
clavichord. "The 


harpsichord." 
said he, "has 
no soul." 


And 
the 
piano, then newly invented, 


seemed to him too hard,» too ordinary. 
On the clavichord he could obtain any 
effect in expression that he sought for, 
and ho considered this instrument as the 
most suitable for work or execution. 


In his numerous and wonderful master- 


pieces Bach has pushed to a higher de- 
gree of perfection than ever attained by 
any other master of tho art of combina- 
tion, of polyphony. 
It is this art which 


imparts to his creations their grandeur, 
their vital force, their youth. 
His piano 


music alone would suffice to immortalize 
him.—American Art Journal.
